They were simply confirmatory of 
the press reports of the establishment of a re- 
publican form of government; the departure 
of Dom Pedro, and that everything was quiet 
and tranqui! in the newrepublic. Dr. Valente, 
Brazilian minister, tonight denied the truth of 
the-reports that he had resigned. It is under- 
stood to be the intention of Brazilians here in 
official capacity to await the pleasure of the 
newly organized government. 

Restrictions on Imported Cattle. 

Beri, November 18.—In debate in the 
reichstag today on the budget, Herr Barth, 
progressist, moved to rescind the restriction on 
the importation of foreign cattle. Professor 
Virchow supported the motion, He declared 
that restrictions were enforced solely in the 
interests of farmers and land owners. 

Herr Von Bottischer protested that the law 
aimed to preserve the health of German cattle. 
Disease continued rife abroad. The increase 
in price of meat was not confined to Germany, 
but was equally noticeable in surrounding 
countries. Interdiction against thefimportation 
of cattle was not the sole cause of the advance 
in prices. 


The British Steamer Orkla Burning. 
Lonpon, November 18.—Fire has broken 
out in the British steamer Orkla, Captain 
Sutherland, at Liverpool, from Galveston, and 
is burhing furiously. The dock at which the 
steamer lies is surrounded by warchouses filled 
with valuable goods.

Lonpon, November 18.—The strike of the 
London bakers which was fixed for today is a 
small affair.

Lonpon, November 18.—Dispatvehes from 
Mozambique say Bshop Smythies, of the Central 
African mission, while attempting to reach Quili- 
mane, was attacked by Makololo, and some of his 
followers were killed.

SECRETARY WINDOM DENIES 


The Rumor that He Intends to Withdraw 
$47,000,000 from National Banks. 


WASHINGTON, November 18. — Secretary 
Windom’s attention was called this evening 
to the report that he had decided to withdraw 
$47,000,000 of public funds, now on deposit 
with national banks. The secretary said that 
it certainly was not his purpose to make any 
such wholesale withdrawal, but that the ques- 
tion of a withdrawal of a portion of the fund 
in depository banks has been under considera-— 
tion forsome time, and he fully recognized 
the necessity of calling in such a portion 
as could be withdrawn from _ the 
banks without serious inconvenience to 
the trade and commercial interests 
as early as practicable. The secretary said 
further, in response to questions. that while he 
thoroughly disapproved of deposits in banks in 
excess of the amounts required for the trans- 
action of current public business, he fully ap- 
preciated the importance of proceeding in a 
careful and conservative way in making the 
withdrawals and the public could rest assured 
that whatever steps are taken in that regard 
they will be of such a character as to produce 
the least possible financial disturbance. The 
secretary said that the withdrawals, when 
made, will be for the sole purpose of reinvest- 
ment in United States bonds. He said also, in 
answer to a direct inquiry on the subject, that 
the government for many years past has had 
on deposit with banks through which its cur- 
rent business is transacted, from ten to twenty 
million dollars, and that he saw no good reason 
why this policy should be changed.

LAWYER FORREST OUTLINES His 
FUTURE COURSE. 


DAN COUGHLIN IN THE WITNESS BOX 


Captain Schaack Testifies as to the Descrip- 
tion of Smith—No New Testimorsy 
Submitted by Either Side. 


CHicaGo, November 18.—In the Cronin 
trial, Peter Koch, worker in hard wood, testi- 
fied that he lived in Lakeview, near. the Carl 
son cottage. He had known Kunze about five 
years. Kunze worked for him in 1886 and 
1887 ; he boarded with the witness for seven 
weeks previous to about the 8th or 11th of May 
last. Witness had a talk with Thomas Lynch, 
distiller, in‘regard to Kunze, in April. 

The prosecution objected to the introduction 
of this conversation. 

Mr: Forrest—'*We have got to shuw why 
John Kunze changed his name; why he ex 
pected to be arrested, and all about the con- 
nection between him and Coughlin and Lynch 
at the distillery. Thomas Lynch,I will put 
on witness stand tomorrow.” 

Mr. Hynes—“I submit it is not competent 
to show it in this way.” 

Mr. Forrest—‘‘What I propose to show now 
is the talk about Kunze at the time of 
the explosion of the bomb at the dis- 
tillery last year: that Thomas Lynch 
introduced him to Coughlin, and he 
and Coughlin together went first to Coughlin’s 
house and walked up Lincoly avenue and then 
he saw a man thatwas walking with Coughlin; 
that he went up to his house; that Coughlin 
waited around that house for the purpose of 
meeting Kunze; that he met Kunze at that 
house ; that he gave him, in presence of this 
man, papers—delivered them to Thomas 
Lynch; Thomas Lynch has the papers; that 
Kunze told him he had another paper; papers 
were supposed to come from the whisky 
trust; that Lynch. wanted to get that 
paper, and that next day Lynch and 
Coughlin went up to this house to see Kunze; 
that they saw Kunze; that next day this man 
drove Kunze out of his house, and told Kunze 
there was a man out there going to arrest him; 
that Kunze left and went to the south side; 
thaPCoughlin kept following him; that this 
man was sent by Captain Schuettler to tell 
Kunze that he wanted him to come in and sur- 
render himself in the Cronin ‘case; that he 
told Kunze he was about to be arrested ; that 
again he met Captain Schuettler, and Schuet- 
tler offered him $20 to go and pointout Kunze; 
then I will put Mr. Lynch im tne stand to- 
morrow, and he will explain why Kunze and 
Coughlin went to Peoria together. 

The. witness then told, in detail, the story 
above outlined by Mr. Forrest. 

Police;Captain Schaack was the next wit 
ness, and testified as to Liverystable-keeper 
Dinan’s description of the man who got the 
white horse on the night of the murder. 

James Hyland, a freight handler in the 
Lake Shore cae testified that he and his 
cousin Jeremiah Hyland, called on O’Salli- 
van about 7 o’clock on the evening of May 5. 
They took supper with O’Sullivan and on 
leaving, between 9 and 10, he and his cousin 
and O'Sullivan went to a saloon near by and 

“had two glasses of sherry and cigars. 

This testimony was brought out for the pur 
pose of contradicting the testimony given by 
Nico hman, one of the witnesses for the state, 
who swore that he saw Coughlin and Kunze 
with O’Sullivan drinking sherry in some 
saloon about 10 o’clock on the same night. 

At the request of Mr. Wing, Dan Coughlin, 
the prisoner, stepped forward and the witness 
stood beside him. The witness was half-a- 
head taller than Conghlin. 

At the request of the counsel for the defense, 
the witness then stepped down infront of the 
jurors, and his cousin, Jeremiah, being ranged 
alongside of him, the jury were afforded an 
opportunity of noticing the likeness between 
the two{men . 

Cuicaco, November 18.—At the afternoon 
session, Jeremiah Hyland, corroborated the 
testimony of his cousin. The witness took a 
position beside Kunze, in order that the jury 
might judge as to thesimilarity between them. 
He identified Nehman’s saloon on Ashland 
avenue, the evident object of the defense be- 
ing to break the force of Nehman’s testimony 
by showing that it was O’Sullivan and the two 

ylandsand not O’Sullivan, “oughblin and 
Kunze who were in the saloon on the night of 
the murder as Nehman testified. 

Ex-Detective Michael Whalen, a friend of 
Coughlin’s, swore that "he saw Coughlin - at 
short intervals up to midnight on the night of 
the murder, in the police station and“ on the 
outside. The witness is cousin of O’Sullivan, 
and his sister keeps house for the latter. 

Desk Sergeant Jobn Stift, of East Chicago 
avenue station, testified that he was with 
Whalen and Coughlin in the saloon from 
twenty-five minutes to a quarter of 10 -o’clock. 

The cross-examination was very searching. 
1t brought out that Stift had traveled with 
Whalen many years, and that he (Stift) bad 
not mentioned his meeting with Coughlin and 
Whalen to any one except Captain Schaack, 
to whom he reported it some days after Cough- 
lin’s arrest. 


A Railway Wreck with Serious Results. 

PitTsBuRG, November 18.— The third car, or 
smoker, of the eastern express on the Pennsyl- 
vania road, left the track about half-—past seven 
this evening, while the train was pulling out 
of the yards near Seventeenth street. Fire 
broke out in three parts of the car and there 
was a wild and frightful scene, in which men 
and women fought frantically to escape. 
Fortunately, other train crews were near at 
hand and the fire was quickly extinguished. 
Only one man was killed, Joseph Brucker, of 
Chicago. who was pinned fast and burned to 
death, the stove falling on him. Six others 
received more or less serious injuries. It is 
supposed that the spreading of the rails caused 
the accident.

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PICKETT FOR CONGRESS. 


The Rev. Thaddeus Will Again Take the

I am by 
no means satisfied with my race with Colonel 
Candler. I believe tf I had been treated fair- 
ly—had there been fair and honest means used 
in canvassing, fair management and a fair 
count—I would have been elected, but as it 
was, I was defeated and treated unfairly 

FROM BEGINNING TO END. 

“Tam sometimes asked why I abandoned 
the contest. My reason for that was that after 
looking into the matter alittle I thought it 
best to leave the election with the people at 
home who are directly interested, rather than 
with a democratic congress composed of 
strangers who have no direct interest in the 
welfare of this section. Of the many charges 
of fraud, etc., madein my allegations upon 
which the contest was based, I believe every 
one could have been proven. Colonel Candler 
employed eight lawyers, and they only suc- 
ceeded in finding alleged frauds on my side in 
one instance, and thatin this county. Iam 
willing for the people to decide the contest at 
the ballot box. 

“T am not, therefore, satisfied with the way 
I was treated, and it is likely 

I WILL TRY ANOTHER RACE. 
If I do, the people can rest assured that no 
such tricks will be played on me as before. My 
friends will be more or less organized, and see 
that my rights and interests are protected. 

“*T will make my race pretty much on the 
same line as before, and as an independent, 
but I will get the earnest support of many of 
the organized, both democrats and republicans. 

‘*No,’ he said ‘after I fully make up my 
mind to enter the race it will make no differ- 
ence tome, so far as my continuing in the race 
is concerned, who may be nominated, whether 
he be an allisanceman or lawyer, or of some 
other profession or trade.

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Perpetuating Race Prejudice. 

The editor of the New York Evening Post 
threatens to get at the core of a very serious 
situation when he remarks that ‘‘the worst 
feature of the agitation of a federal election 
law is its effect in intensifying and perpet- 
wating this prejudice’’—meaning the preju- 
dice that is common to both races at the 
south. The Evening Post goes on to say 
that interference by the federal government 
with elections in the south must inevitably 
emphasize the color and race line in politics. 

This sort of doctrine has been preach- 
ed in these columns for many years. We 

have not addressed ourselves to the pro- 
fessional ‘politicians, who, while despising 
the negro in their hearts, are anxious to use 
him to carry out their designs; but we have 
endeavored to convince the conservative 
men of the north, the men who really desire 
to benefit the negro, that the whole future 
of the race in this country dapends on the 
patience of whites and blacks alike. 

We have endeavored to show the intelli- 
gent people of the north that outside pres- 
sure aud outside agitation are not only un- 
mecessary, but hurtful. The whole country 
is interested in the solution of this great 
problem, but it is to the south alone that 
the world looks for a solution that shall be 
at once peaceable and just. The north car 
aid in the matter, but not in the direction 
in which the politicians are plying their 
talents. 

Every political manifestation that the re- 
publicans have pretended to make in behalf 
of the negro has been hurtful. It has irri- 
tated the whites, who naturally resent in- 
terference that is at once ignorant and arro- 
gant, and it has deepened the prejudice 
with which the new generation of negroes 
has been taught to regard the white people. 

As the Evening Post suggests, the real 
solution of the problem will begin when the 
color line is broken down—and this can 
never occur so long as the prejudice of both 
races is aggravated by outside pressure and 
outside interference. 

There are signs that the color line is to be 
broken by the intelligent negroes, who 
realize that their interests are the interests of 
the white people among whom they live. In 
Virginia, in spite of the ti \1.endous appeals 
made to race prejudice, thousands of ne- 
groes voted for the democratic candidate for 
governor, rather than support an unscrupu- 
lous and irresponsible man like Mahone. 
Should this feeling develop among the ne- 
groes, we shall hear no more of the color 
line or the negro problem, for the prejudice 
of the whites will be disarmed, and the two 
races will flourish side by side in peace, 
prosperity, and mutual friendliness. 


Timber for the World. 


According to recent official reports, the 
forest wealth of Canada is not as great as 
has been supposed. The general opinion 
has been that the Dominion forests were 
practically inexhaustible, but this opinion, 
it seems, is erroneous, 

In fine, the forests of the United States— 
which is to say, the forests of the south— 
mre larger than those of Canada, and the 
supply of commercial’ woods very much 
greater. The pine growth of the south, 
which is practically untouched, isso much 
larger, and so much more valuable than 
that of Canada that it may ‘be regarded as 
the world’s source of supply. 

Moreover, the replacement of the forests 
in this country, especially inthe temperate 

south, is much more rapid than in Canada, 
and all varieties of commefeial timber have 
a larger growth, owing to the difference in 
climatic conditions, and the product of 
lumber is nearly double per tree. 

The Boston Herald says that the black 
walnut and oak of Canada has been entirely 
exhausted, and that country is now depend- 
ent on the United States for its supplies of 
these woods. 

The forestry congress is doing good work 
in protesting against the unnecessary de- 
struction of trees and woods, but the south 
is a great section, and before many years 
the whole world wil! look hitherward for its 
Jumber and hard woods.

A Strange Story. 

Waen we read in a sensational novel the 
story of a perfectly sane person who is kid- 
mapped and sent to a lunatic asylum we 
Jaugh at the whole business, and say that 
euch things could not happen in real life. 

There is just where we make a great mis- 
take. The incidents regarded by common 
consent as too incredible for a realistic 
novel are liable to occur any day right under 
our noses. The modern criminal has erased 
the word “impo@ible” from his dictionary. 
Just what the world looks upon as impos- 
sible, or not to be thought of under any cir- 
cumstances, is what he sets himself to wurk 
to accomplish. 

In an insane asylum near the city of New 
York, Dr. Holder, a well known dentist of 
Harlem, has been a prisoner for several 
months. The doctor had relatives and 

friends who wanted to lock him up. They 
wished to take charge of his business and 
Property. It was a very simple matter. 
These people put their heads together, and 
one fine morning Holder woke up in the 
asylum. He raged, protested and argued, 
but it was no use. Nobody paid the slight- 
est attention to him. But for a fortunate 
accident he would have remained in con- 
finement for life. The accident was the 
failure of the conspirators against him to 
silence or mislead a few of his best and 
These gentlemen had their 
suspicions.

You have incorrectly described my action; you 
have unjustly impugned my motives, and as un- 
justly assailed my loyalty. You have charged me 
with that which to a loyal soldier is worse than 
death, I must also add that you have done all this 
against evidence to the contrary. 

What General Porter says is true, and he 
might have gone further and said that Nic- 
olay and Hay, in dealing unjustly with his 
case, have given the lie to General Grant. 

We have read the so-called ‘‘Life of Lin- 
coln,’’ so faras it has appeared, with in- 
creasing surprise that two intelligent men 
dealing with a great man and with great 
events, should proceed from the standpoint 
of political partisans.

Items of Interest Picked Up by Constitution 
Reporters. 

Why It Costs So Much.—Under the head of ‘ Fi- 
nance,” in his statement to the governor, the super- 
intendent of the insane asylum makes some very 
interesting statements concerning the character of 
insanity in general. ‘‘Insanity,’said he, is a perver~ 
sion of the mind, For example, we had a lady be- 
longing to one of the best families of Georgia. She 
was brought up in luxury and “refinement, 
and was a most amiable and christian 
young lady. Suddenly she conceived a passion fer 
strong drink. She, who had previously been a 
model of womanly excellence, would steal, lie, 
fight, or sell the clothes from her back to procure a 
drink of liquor. 

On the other hand, a man may gradually accus- 
tom himself to drink, as gradually lose his self- 
respect and will power, and become a sot. The first 
case is insanity, the second is not. If you gave 
$1,060 tothe lady and £1,000 tothe sot, the insane 
woman would give the $!.000 fora drink and never 
hesitate. On the other hand, xno mattor 
how his appetite might crave a drink, the 
sot wouldn’t think of paying $1,000 fcr it. 

So insanity isa perversion of the mind—nota 
mere exaggeration, butan absolute perversion. 

As sane people naturally co-operate in securing 
theirown comfort, soinsane people generally re- 
fuse co-operation. A healthy babe; less than an 
hour old, instinctively co-operates with its mother 
to secure its own comfort and nourishment. This 
instinct in the maniac is perverted. He tears up 
his blankets and mattresses, tears the clothes off his 
back, destroys the furniture, shuts off the steam from 
his room, breaks the globe over the gas jet—does all 
he can, in fact, to prevent others from making him 
comfortable, In his insane ‘spells’ his strength is su- 
perhuman, and his power of destruction 8 gra’, 
That’s why eo much is needed to repair and main- 
tain the wards, People who don’t know the nature 
of insanity may carelessly complain and find fault, 
‘Why,’ ghey say, ‘we have bought enough blankets 
inthe past ten years to furnish two or three as- 
sylums.’ Of course they have. The state has 
bought enough furniture since the war to furnish 
two or three asylums as large. But these things 
don’t wear out—they are destroyed in time. That’s 
why it costs so mucb.”’

TALKED ON THE STREETS. 


Will the talked-of revolution in Brazil ef- 
fect the. business of this country, and if so, to what 
extent? That isa question which was frequently 
asked in Atlanta yesterday, especially in bnsiness 
circles, 

America’s trade with Brazilis principally in cot. 
fees and Pubber. ‘J suppose nine-tenths of the 
coffee used in the south,” said a prominent dealer, 
‘come from Brazil. Nearly three-fourths of that 
consumed in the United States comes from there. 
These are the Rio and other stronger 
coffees, the ones which the people of the south use 
almost exclusively, Just what will be the effect of 
these political troubles upon the coffee market 1 
cannot say. THE CONSTITUTION has noted the ad- 
vance in prices on the New York coffee exchange; 
I have juat received a telegram from one of the 
largest houses telling me to advance prices another 
half cent.”’ 

‘‘How will that affect retail prices?” 

“Coffee is now pretty stiff, owing to estimates ofa 
shortage of crops made about amonth ago. This 
war excitement isn’t likely to have any immediate 
effect upon retail prices, however. Those jobbers 
who have coffee on hand—those who bought before 
the advance—will sell it cheap; that is, at a small 
profit. Those who buy now—and there is a very 
poor demand at present prices—will be: compelled 
to advance the price in proportion with the 
increased purchase price. Then the retailer 
must add his profit, But if the trouble blows over 


in ashort time, I don’t suppose the advance will. | 


amount to much.,”’ 
Mr. Chase, of the Atlanta Rubber company, 
wasasked about the rubber situation. 

“Nothing but a war of some duration can have 
any great effect on the rubber market, he said, 
“You see the larger manufacturers have 
on hand enough Para Tubber to 
run them twoyears. This Para rubber, which comes 
from Brazil, improves with age, consequently the 
big mannfacturers carry a stock two years or more 
before they use it. The small manufacturers who 
buy ‘from band to mouth,’ as it were, are the ones 
who will suffer by @ny trouble. I don’t think there 
will be any advance in prices, however,’ 


Secretary Charles R. Flint, of the New 
York Commercial company, which trades with 
South American ports, has a different view of the 
effect upon the rubber market. In an interview 
published in the New York Herald he gives an in- 
teresting summary of the business the United States 
does with Brazil.

News Notes and Other Items of Interest 
Over the State. 

A proposes to enlist the Farmers’ Al- 
iiance in an effort to have the Georgia and Carolina 
Farmers’ Alliance unite in giving a grand southern 
alliance exposition at the Augusta exposition com- 
pany’s grounds next fall. : 

Dr. A. J. Lamb, one of Cochran’s wide- 
awake and progressive town farmers, has gathered 
twenty-one ules of cotton and 800 bushels of corn 
trom his twoxhorse farm. His brag patch of cotton, 
which contained two anda half acres, made bim 
three anda half heavy bales, and the drought 
which came 02 it cut it off at least une bale. 

The Milledgeville Chronicle thus philoso- 
phises over the summerlike November that was 
eut short about two nights ago: 

The middle of November! Grass is still green, 
flowers are blooming, fires are very littie needed for 
warmth. How unfortunate our brethren of the 
north, wherej the frost king reigns from Septem 
ber to May, where blizzards sweep over the land, 
and men and cattle are frozen to death if they dare 
expose themselves after night. Middle Georgia 
can beat the world on climate. 

Washington, Wilkes county, is trying to 
raise $20,000 to putin a road from Washington to 
Lincolnton, and the indications are that it will suc- 
ceed and that the road will be built, Eatonton is 
also at work trying to make connection with 
Machen, on the Macon and Covington, and this 
seems tobe acertainty. The Eatonton Messenger 
says; ‘‘The indications are that work will begin on 
the Eatonton and Machen road during the next ten 
days, Five miles have been located and the con- 
tractor is on the ground arranging to begin work.” 


Eastman County Times: Mr. Joe M. Mul- 
lis comes to the front with six stalks of red cane 
which produced three gallons of juice; also a hog 
which weighs 600 pounds. He says he can lay Billie 
Boss, of Pulaski county, in the shade on the big hog 
question, and if Billie don’t believe it just let him 
trot out his big hog. 

James I. Williams, a young colored farmer 
living in Crawford county, purchased a farm for 
$5,000 and has paid every cent of it. 

‘‘It is now generally conceded that the farm- 
ers will win in their fight against the jute trust,” 
says the Tennille Enterprise. ‘In two years, it is 
predicted, the use of jute asa covering for cotton 
will be practically abandoned. If a substantial 
substitute is not already found it will be in that 
time.”’

Most of the building is shut up. The two 
legislative halls, with adjoining rooms, and 
the third-floor committee rooms, are bottled 
up for the next genera) assembly. 

Only the library, on the second floor, and 
the statehouse offices, on the ground floor, 
show signs of life. 

“It’s a fact,” as one of the heads of depart- 
ment said yesterday, “that the capitol is duil- 
est just after its gayest time. Presently things 
will brighten up again and rock along in a 
normal fashion until the legislature meets 


again. After that, another lethargy, and so 
on.’’ 


Insurance Clerk R. C, Irwin, of the comp- 
troller-general’s office, had a leg broken Sat~ 
urday night, and will be laid up and away 
from duty for some time. He was standing on 
a ladder, just outside his barn at his home 
near Marietta, when a cow came along and 
knocked the ladder from under him. Both 
bones were broken, below the knee, but the 
wound is healing well, and the leg promises to 
be as serviceable as ever. 

Treasurer Hardeman estimated yesterday 
that the regular expenses of running the capi- 
tol, keeping the building in order, amounted to 
something over $12,000 annually.

A Prominent Attorney Died at His Home 
in Decatur. 
Colonel Lochlin Johnson Winn died at his 
home in Decatur yesterday at 4 o’clock.

Kteckes as Reported at the New Yor Stock 
Exchange. 

New Yorx, November 18.—The steck mar- 
ket was more active today than it bas been in 
months, while at the same time the denlitigs ex- 
tended to a greater number of stocks than. at any 
time this year. Thetoncof the market. however, 
was extremely irreguiar, with rapid and frequent 
chances from strength to weakness and reverse. 
Union Pacific, coal stocks aud some of the special- 
ties were strong and did much to bring about a 
higher range of values in the general list, but 
trusts and Aijichison were equally weak 
and hed a marked infiuence for harm, 
especialiy during the afternoon, when the 
temper of the room was. conservatively bullish, 
but London, owing to Lrazilian arrivals 
was seller toa limited extént of its favorites, and 
the Lears vigorously resisted. the upward tendency 
of prices, making specialiy heavy drives at the 
trusis as a means of downing the general list. 

The money market was again disturbed in the 
afternoon and the rate on call got a3 high as twen- 
ty per cent, which also had a very discouraging in- 
fluence upon the market towards the close. Union 
Pacificand Denver, Texas and Fort Worth were 
brought on prospective arramgements between 
them, and later made one of the most important 
upward movements of the day, while the former 
was still higher, though the whole advance 
could not be held, Coal stocks were strong, a rise 
in prices of iron and its manufacturers giving quite 
a boom to Tennessee coal, Colorado coal and 
Reading, while Lackawanna sympathized. with 
the last named. . In the eariier portion there was 
considerable covering of * shorts in  eoal 
stecks, but later realizations cntlong account emry- 
tied out most of the improvement. Tennesseee 
coal, which is said to be worked in market by a 
party of southern speculators, made a jump of 10 
per cent., from 74to 84, but fell away halfofthe 
advance. Atchison was weak ‘fromthe opening, 
though its decline was slow and it had considera- 
ble effect in checking the improving tendency of 
the rest of the list in the early trading. 

Ctoton oil was first an object ofattack of the 
bears and reached 28 before the decline was 
stopped, though there was talk from bull 
sources of squeeze of shorts in stock. 
Sugar declined in close sympathy 
with cotton oil, though Mr. Hayemeyer was said to 
have taken a gloomy view of the prospects of the 
trust in his utterances, which had considerable 
effect, There was weakness in Western Union upon 
the talk of theestablishment ofa postal telegraph 
by the government. Final changes are about 
equally divided between the gains and losses, and 
while Sugar is down 1% and Atchison 1; Tennessee 
coal is up 5, Culorado coal 3%, Denver, Texas and 
Fort Worth 244, and Chicago gas 1, other chanzes 
being for fractional amounts. Sales of stocks ag- 
gregated 374,000 shares.

HOW THE CITY TICKEY STANDS 
BEFORRF THE VOTERS. 


The Talk of Opposition Appears to Be With- 
out Support—Mayor Glenn on the Over- 


head Wires. 


The mass meeting to ratify the municipal 
ticket put out by the committee of one hun- 
dred will take place in the basement of the 
courthouse tomorrow night. 

Will the ticket be ratified ? 

Of course it will. 

No ticket bas ever been presented to the 
Atlanta veters containing more good, solid, 
hard-working material than the one created 
by that committee of one hundred Saturday 
night. Every man upon it is a thoroughgoing 
business man, from Mr. Woodward to Mr. 
King. 

Each one has a successful business career to 
which he and his friends can point with pride, 
and 

Everyone is dead in love with Atlanta. 

These two features indicate that each one 
will make a wise legislator. 

However, there are some who are dissatis- 
fied with the ticket, and from that element 
there comes talk of opposition. The opposition 
is not contemplated in the mass meeting, but 
in the shape of an independent ticket. 

No one knows who will put out the ticket. 

The complaints against the ticket seemed to 
be confined to the first, fourth and a small 


portion of the sixth wards. 
In the tirst ward Dr, Curtis and his friends 


are very sore. The doctor, is of the opinion 


that he has been unfairly treated, and says 
that his friends throughout the ward are dis- 
sxtisfied at the way the committeé of one 
hundred treated him. He thinks he is clearly 
the choice of the ward for the position, and 
is satisfied that he can beat the nominee at the 
ballot box. 

Still Dr. Curtis has not made up his mind to 
enter the race as an independent candidate. 

Mr. Hendrix has won two victories in the 
fourth, and yet his political enemies are not 
satisfied. At the Adamson hall convention he 
was nominated, and when he went before the 
committee of one hundred he came up serenely 
again. 

“And still there is talk of opposition to him 
in the fourth. But nooneseems disposed to 
make the race. 

Mr. Hendrix is an energetic, progressive 
business man, and if he does not make a fine 
councilman it will be his first failure, 
as far as any one in Atlanta knows. 
He moyesaround carrying a smile as big as 
W heat street sewer and feels no uneasiness. 

‘That sewer, by the way, will be one of Mr. 
Hendrix's hobbies when he takes his seat. He 
says he is going to have it cov ered. 

The growliu the sixth is not against Mr. 
Porter King. 

It comes from the northwest portion of the 

ward, and the pcople out that way say that 
they are entitled to a representative because 
they have never had one. 

The indications are by a large majority that 
the ticket will go through with a whoop to- 
morrow night, and of course it will be en- 
dorsed at the polis.

After the Street Cars. 

Mayor Glenn is after the electric railroads 
with a sharp stick. 

He thinks they are running too fast. 

‘‘For several days past,’’ he said, yesterday, 
“T haye been receiving complaints about the 
speed of these lines, and I have begun to 
fear that they are making rapid transit too 
rapid. Solhave drafted a letter upon the 
subject to the chief of police.”’ 

In the letter Mayor Glenn said: 

‘‘Numerous complaints have been made to 
me of the violation of the city ordinance by 
the rapid running of the electric and other 
street cars in Atlanta, which endangers the 
safety of the people of this city, and you are 
directed to enforce these ordinances by arrest- 
ing and prosecuting before the police court 
all violators thereof,’’ 

The Approaching Election. 

The registration books are now the big feat- 
ure about the city hall. The voters are show- 
ing an appreciation of the importance of the 
approaching election, and are registering rap- 
idly. It requires almost the undivided time of 
two men to attend the voters at the city 
hall. Every evening the three registrars con- 
vyene in the city clerk’s office and consolidate 
the registration. The same election commis- 
sioners who served last year will serve this 
year. 

Still in the Field. 

The city tax assessors are still in the field 
giving a value to the property. They 
complete the fourth ward _ this 
week and then start into the sixth. So far, 
the assessors have found an unexpected in- 
crease in new buildings and other improve- 
ments. 

The West End Annexation, 

The West End election is now one of the 
absorbing themes about the city ball. 

Opinion is divided as to the result. 

If the suburb decides to throw off her short 
frocks and come into the ring it will, in all 
probability, be added to the legislative body 
of the city as the seventh ward. The election 
takes place one week from today, and if West 
End does annex, abundant time remains 
for candidates: for council to come; out 
make the campaign, and be elected with the 
city members on the 5th of next month. 

Through the Offices. 

Captain Thomas, the registrar, corner Peach- 
tree and Marietta, goes into the highways and 
byways to bring in the voters. 

The marshal’s oflice is busy with-the fi fa. 

Tax Collector Griffim remains in the city 
clerk’s office all the time looking after his 
work. 

City Clerk Woodward has made many val- 
uable additions to his office. His system of 
indexing and filing papers is faultless. 

A. P. Stewart, county tax collector, has ar- 
ranged three windows at which taxes can be 
paid. It does away with the long waits tax- 
payers have been enforced to endure. 

City Engineer Clayton has ceased work on 
that part of the map extension which touches 
West End.
